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FOREWORD 



This report presents data on what is the fundamental and, at the same time, the* 
largest segment of education in the United States- the public elementary and 
secondary schools. Although the report's data tables are primarily for the 1971-72 
school. year, about one-fifth of the tables include trend information showing 
comparisons with earlier years. 

The Office of Education began its periodic statistical reports on elementary and 
secondary education with the 1869--70 school year. Statistics for the school years 
1869-70 through 1915-16 were included as part of the annual reports of the 
U.S. Commissioner of Education. For the years 1917-18 through 1957-58, a report 
was issued as a chapter. in the Biennial Survey of Education in the United States, for 
each school year ending in an even number. Since 1957-58, survey reports formerly 
assembled in the Biennial Survey have been issued as independent pubhcations. 
Current responsibility for these reports rests with the National , Center for Education 
Statistics (NCES), which Public Law 93-380, in August 1^74, transferred from the 
Office of Education to the Office of the Assistant Secretary for Education. 

Recognition must be given to all members of the Elementary and Secondary Surveys 
Branch, NCES, for their assistance in preparing this publication, with special 
recognition to Judith M. Carpenter, Irene A. King, and Robert Scuka for help in 
preparing the statistical tables, and to Judy A. Anderson and Lena M. McDowell for 
their typing services.

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INTRODUCTION 



Scope of the Report 

This report presents comprehensive statistics on the 
. organization, sjtaff, pupils, and finances of public 
elennentary and secondary schools in the 50 States, the 
District of Columbia, and the outlying areasi of the 
United Stiites. It provides detisdled data for the survey 
year 1971-72 and historical tre^ad data ^or selected 
items of information, in some instances going back to 
1869-t70. . \

The reportf in addition, gives national (But not State) 
enrollment figures for the following types c^f schools: 
(1) elementary and secondary departntents of 
institutions of higher education, (2) federally operated 
schools on Federal installations, (3) Federal schools, for 
Indians, and (4) residential schools for exception^ 
children. Some private school data are included foi^.^ 
regular private elementary and secondary schools. 
(Excluded from <thc survey were data fo r private 
correspondence schools; proprietary, vocational, and 
trade schools; and private schools of art, music, and 
dandng.) Table A recapitulates the types of schools 
(and their respective enrollments) that operate at the 
elementary and secondary levels. 

National totals in this report represent data summa^ 
tions for the States constituting the United States as of

the time the dato apply. Thus, for the years 1919-20- 
through 1957-58, national totals include 48 States 
and the District of Columbiia. Data for Alaska are 
included in U.S. totals beginning with 1958-^9; for 
Hawaii, begirining with 1959-60. Available data are 
given for Alaska and Hawaii for earlier years, and these 
may be combined with the \J3. totals when com- 
parable totals for the 50 States and the District of 
Columbia are needed. (See table 1 .)

Direct comparison should not be made between the 
District of Columbia and individual States because the 
District of Columbia school system corresponds to that 
of other large cities rather than to that of an entire 
State. The latter, for instance, has rural areas in 
addition to densely populated urban areas. 

Sources of Data and Survey h-ocedures 

Much of the data for this report was furnished by the 
departments of education of the 50 States, the District 
of Columbia, and 7 outlymg areas in response to report 
forms (OE 2350-11 and 2350-12) developed by the 
National Center for Education Statistics. OE 
Form 2350-1 1 is keyed to Handbook I, The Common 
Core of State Education Information (OE Bulle- 
tin 1953, No. 8), which provides uniform educational 
terminology and definitions. The financial items in OE 
Form* 2350-12 are keyed tb Handbook II, Financial 
Accounting for Local and State Systems (OE Bulletin 
1957, No. 4), which has been the basic guide to 
financial accounting for public school systems. 

This report summarizes information from many report- 
ing units. The State summary data for local schools are 
based on data supplied by local or intermediate 
administrative units and represent the cooperative 
efforts of about 3.5 million school personnel. 

The survey forms were mailed to each State or outlying 
area 6 months after the end of the schoof year^'because 
most State education agencies are unable to collect and 
summarize' detailed data for their school districts in a 
shorter time. The scheduled response date was 
4 months after the mailing, although respondents were 
asked to send the information as soon as available. In 
many cases the data were received several months after^ 
the scheduled response date; 50 percent of the States . 
took ^6 months to respond and 1 5 percent took even 
longer. Since the reports in this series are both 
com^/rehensive and historical, and require .jnany 
months of effort by the. State education agencies and 
the National. Center for Education Statistics, publica- 
tion is .not possible until about 2 years after initial 
mailing of the survey forms to tlie respondents. 

Data-processing procedufes sought maximum accuracy 
and completeness. Each completed State rdport form 
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was carefully reviewed for mathematical accuracy, 
internal consistency, and general adherence to 
prescribed definitions and terminology. The data were 
then compared with those for previous years and with 
publishf;d reports of the respective States. Letters and 
telephone calls helped to obtain missing data from 
respondents and to resolve outstanding questions. 

In some cases, data furnished by the States were 
supplemented by information or records in the Educa- 
tion Division of the U.S. Department of Health, Educa- 
tion, and Welfare. Annual rqiports covering the National 
Defense Education Act, the Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act, and Pubfic Laws 81 5 and 874 (School 
Assistance to Federally Affected Areas) provided 
additional information on revenue from the Federal 
Government. 

To assure comparability in reporting receipts from the 
Federal Government for the School Lunch and Special 
Milk Programs and for net expenditures for "Food 
Services," data were adjusted on the basis of reports 
issued by the U.S. Department of Agriculture. Publica- 
tions of the Governments Division, U.S. Bureau of the 
Census, were consulted to obtain more complete data 
on State and local education agency contributions to 
employee retirement systems. Data on bonds issued 
were supplemiented by data from records in the Office 
of the Assistant Secretary for Education and the 
publication Bond Sales for Public School Purposes, 
1971-^72. 



Except for the adjustments just noted, the statistics 
prescrited in this report are generally based-upea the 
information supplied by the chief education offices of 
the States and outlj'ing areas. Not all States were able 
to provide every item of information requested; how- 
ever, all data furnished by the States have been 
included, and in only a few areas was it necessary to 
maTce estimates for missirig data. i 
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ADMINISTRATIVE ORGANIZATION OF PUBLIC 
ELEMENTARY AND SECONDARY 
EDUCATION 



Constitutionally, public education is not a responsi- 
bility^ of the Federal Government but of the Slates. 
Generally, States delegate operational and flnancial 
responsibilities to county and other supervisory 
districts and to local school agencies. 

State Boards of Education 

During the 1971-72 school year, State boards- of 
education for elementary and secondary schools 
operated in all States except Wisconsin, In 43 States, 
these boards also supervised vocational education; in 
the other 1 States (Colorado, Hawaii, Illinois, Indiana, 
Oklahoma, Washington, and Wisconsin), there were 
separate State boards for vocational education. 

A total of 567 persons served on State boards of 
education, which ranged in size from 3 members in 
Mississippi to 30 in Illinois (table /2). Although most 
State boards were served by State education agency 
personnel*, 27 States reported separate board staffs, 
totaling 231 professional employees and 182 secretarial 
and clerical assistants in 1971—72. Staff size averaged 
15 members, ranging from 1 each in 12 States to 1 19 
in Illinois^ 

State Departments of Education 

Eaqh State has an education agency headed by a 
superintendent or commissioner of education. In 
1971-72, staffs of State education offices totaled 
22,300 persons, (50 chief State school officers, approx- 
imately 1 1 ,000 supervisory and professional staff 
members, 10,800 Secretarial and clerical assistants, and 
400 plant-operation and plant-maintenance employees 
[table 2]). Supervisory and professional staffs of the 
State offices include . deputy and assistant superin- 
tendents or commissioners^ directors of divisions, 
chiefs of organized services, consultants, specialists, 
and regional and district supervisors. 



Intermediate Administrative Units 

With continued reorganization and consolidation of 
local education agencies, the need for intermediate 
administrative units appears to be declining. For the 
1971-72 school year, 21 States had 1,111 such units 
operating between the State and local levels, as 
compared with 1,433 reported in 1969-70 and with 
1,782 in 1961-62 for 26 States. The chief re$ponsi- 
bility of these units, which include counties, parts of 
counties, and supervisory unions, is not school opera- 
tion but rendering consultative, advisory, and statistical 
servi es, and exercising regulatory and inspection 
functions. Many intermediate unitSA.also provide such 
services as operating special classes and supervising 
instruction, health, attendance, and pupil 
transportation. 

The 21 States with intermediate, administrative units 
reported approximately 4,600 intermediate district 
board members in 1971-72 (table 3). Staffs of inter- 
mediate units consisted of about 1,700 superinteifdents 
and other administrative staff, 1 ,400 instructional 
personnel (ether than principals and teachers), 300 
other professional persoiinel (attendance officers, 
visiting teachers, and health persorulel), 1,000 secre- 
tarial and clerical assistants, and approximately 
3,700 miscellaneous personnel. 

^ Local. Education Agencies 

The actual operation of schools is generally the 
responsibility of local education agencies (LEA's). 
These LEA*s are organized as public corporations 
under the jurisdiction of boards of education respon- 
sible for administration of all public schools in tlie 
area. LEA's provide the machinery for local control of 
schools an^ are largely responsible for the bcation and 
size of schools, the types of educational programs and r 
services offered, and the amount of financial support 
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t9 be provided locally. The size and characteristics of 
lea's vary from State to State. (See table 4). 

Numbers of systems in the States have been declining 
for years as a result of reorganization and consolida- 
tion. The total number of systems in the United States 
in 1971-72 was approximately 17,300 as compared 
with 19,200 in 1969-70 and 22,000 in 1967- 68 
(table 5). About 450 of the total in 1971-72 operated 
no schools and made other arrangements for the 
education of the pupils in their jurisdictions. 

Table 6 gives the number of local school systems by 
enroUmeni-size groupings. Of the operating school 
systems reporting pupils enrolled, 30 percent had fewer 
than 300, 26 percent had between 300 and 1,000, 
33 percent, had between 1,000 and 5,000, and 
1 1 percent had 5,000 or more. Thus, ove^; one-half of 
the local school systems are still relatively small vith 
under 1,000 pupils despite considerable progress in 
consolidating small units. 

Each school system has a schpol board, usually 
coi\sisting of from three to nincr members, vested with 
policymaking and supervisory authority. The vast 
majority of school boards are elected by popular vote, 
while others are . appointed by various govemment 
officials. Iri 1971-72, there were 98,000 school board 
members, a decrease of 1,760 (or 2 percent) from the 
number in 1969—70. Administrative staff members of 
local school systems consisted of 12,800 superin- 
tendents and 18,900 aides. The instructional staff of 
2,321,600 constituded 65 percent of all local school 
system employees. 

Noninstructional personnel in local school systems 
(tables 14 and L5) are engaged in activities such as 
attendance enforcement, health and recreation, pupil 
transportation, the lunch program, and the operation 
and maintenance of the school plant. In 1971-72, 
48 States and the District'^ of Columbia reported 
1,194,200 noninstructional personnel. It is estimated 
thai approximately i ,220,000 noninstructional person- 
nel were employed in local school systems in the 
United States.

Overall, some 3.7 million persons were directly con- 
cerned with the operation of the public elementary and 
secondary schools in 1971-72. These included board 
members (generally serving without compensation); 
administrative staffs at the State, intermediate, and 
local levels; and instructional and noninstructional 
staffs. It is significant that only 1 percent served at the 
State and intermediate levels. 

Table 9 shows the State average size of the local school 
systems in terms of schools and pupils. For the entire 
United States, operating school systems had an average 
of more than 5 schools, an average daily attendance 
(ADA) of about 473 pupils per school, and a total 
ADA of about 2,510 per system. However, the enroll- 
ment of the median school district was only 791. 
Furthermore, 1 percent of the systems enrolled 25,000 
or more pupils and had about 29 percent of all public 
school students in the United States^. Except for 
Hawaii, which operates as a single school system, large, 
numbers of schools per system were reported by 
Maryland (54), Rorida (29), ard West Virginia (25)- 
air of which operate countyv''*** chool systems. Small 
numbers were reported b> ' ska. North Dakota, 
and Vermont— each' averagir»L jbout 2 schools per 
system. (Because of a change in procedures requiring 
thai combined elementary -secondary schools be 
reported as single units, these data are not entirely 
comparable with data for years prior to 1969-70; see 
section on Number of Publiq Schools.) . 

Excluding Hawaii, which has a single State-operated 
school system, the States having the largest ADA per 
system were Maryland (34,875), Florida (20,202), and 
Louisiana (11,696). The smallest ADA per system was 
=noted for such sparsely populated States as Montana, 
Nebraska, North Dakota, and Vermont.

A school is defined^ for this repori as "a aivision of 
the school system consisting of L group ^f pupils 
composed of one or more grade groups, organized as 
one unit with one or more teachers to give instruction 
of a defined type, and housed m a school plant of one 
or more buildings. More than one school may be 
housed in one school plant, as is the case when the 
elementary and secondary programs are housed in the 
same school plant." / 

In 1971-72, there were 89^400 public elementary and 
secondary day schools (64,000 ejementary, 23,600 sec- 
ondary, and 1 ,800 combined elementary -secortdary 
[table 7j). Of the 64,000 elementary schools, approxi- 
mately 1 ,800 were one-teacher schools. 

Data are reported on combined elementary-secondary 
schools organized as a single unit with both elementary 
and secondary grades. Schools with elementary grades 
(65,800) represent the sum of the 1,800 combined 
schools and the 64,000 solely velemfentary schools. The 
same 1,800 are added to the 23,600 sdlely secondary 



schools to obtain a total of 25,400 schools with 
secondary grades. 

A steady reduction in the number of elementary 
schools in recent years is the result of large-scale 
closings of one-teacher schools, school district reorgani- 
zation, and increased pupil transportation services. 
During the past 10 years, the number of one-teacher 
schools has dropped sharply-from 13,300 in 1961-62 
to 1 ,800 in 1971-72 (table «). 

The extensive school building program necessitated by 
rapidly rising enrollments in recent years did not 
increase the number of elementary and secondary 
schools, because the newer schools are larger and 
accommodate more., pupils than the older schools. 
From 1961-62 to 1971-72 the average emollment 
per school (both elementary and secondary) increased 
from 350 to 516. States having the largest ADA per 
school included Hawaii (816), New York (704^/and 
Florida (694). Those with the smallest ADA P«r school 
included South Dakota (153), Nebraska (156), and 
North Dakota (168>.4 ^

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Supervisors of instruction or consultants provide direct 
leadership to other instructional staff for improving the 
learning situation and instructional methods at a 
particular level or in a particular subject. Principals are 
the administrative heads of schools, usually with major 
responsibility for school coordination and supervision. 
The instructional staff exclusive of supervisors of 
instruction and principals is referred to in this report as 
the "nonsupervisory instructional staff." 

Data on personnel are reported in terms of number of 
positions rather than number of individuals occupying 
those positions during the school year. In 1971-72, 
the instructional staff totaled 2,321,600-an increase 
of 68,100 (3.0 percent) over the number in 1969-70 
(table B)-and consisted of 37,500 supervisors of in^ 
stru'ction, 97,200 principals, 2,069,800 classroom 
teachers, 42.000 school librarians, 52.400 guidance 
personnel. 7,400 psychological personnel, and r5,400 
other nonsupervisory instructional personnel (tables }0 
arjdl3). 

Separate data on classroom teachers were collected for 
the first time in the 1953-54 survey. In earlier years, 
information was requested for the combined group of 
classroom teachers and other nonsupervisory instruc- 
tional staff. Some States however, do not report 
nonsupervisory instructional staff separately, and thus 
the figures oh classroom teachers include an undeter- 
mined number of other instructional staff. Based on 
the reported numbers, there were 2,069,800 classroom 
teachers (1 ,1 26,300 elementary and 933,50p sec- 
ondary); these accounted for 89 percent of thr 
1971-72 total instructional staff (table 12). 

Beginning with the 1953-54 survey, respondents were 
asked to report separately the numbers of men and 
women classroom teachers. Indications are that the 
proportion of male teachers has increased during the 
period 1961-62 to 1971-72, at both the elementary 
and secondary levels, moving .ppward from 14.5 to 
16.7 percent at the ele-.ncntary level, and from 53.3 to 
54.4 percent at ri * secondary level. Since such percent 



changes are of different bases, they are not additive, 
and the overall data show that during the 10-year 
period the percent of male teachers rose from 29.9 per- 
cent to 33.6 percent.

The elcmcntary-secondan' school population (ages 
5^17 years) increased 13.5 percent between 1961-62 
and 1971-72, whereas the total population increased 
by 12.7 percent. The 53 million school-age children in 
October 1971 represented 25.5 percent of. the total 
U.S. population of 206 million. Recent years have seen 



a reversal of the trend in which the school-age 
population increased at a faster rate thari tl:e total 
population: in 1967— 68, school-age population peaked 
at 26.1 percent of total population and in 1969—70 
and 1971-72 it decreased to 25.8 and .25.5 percent, 
respectively.

Table C gives the estimated school enrollment of the 
population 5 to 17 years old by age and sex as of 
October 1971. The data include pupils enrolled in 
public and nonpublic elementary and secondary 
schools on a full-time or part-time basis in day and 



evefling sessions. Compulsory, school-attendance laws 
have made attendance of the 7- to 13-year age group 
almost universal. Of the 14- to 17-year-old population, 
92.7 percent were enrolled (98.5 percent of the 14- 
and 15-year-olds and 86.7 percent of the 16- and 
17-year-clds).

EnroUxnent in Grades 9 through 12 

Tho enormous increase in the number of pupils 
enrolled in grades 9 through 12 represents one of the 
major developments in the public school system. While 
the population ofTiigh school age (14 to 17 years) 
more than doubled since 1889-90, enrollments in 
grades 9 through 12 multiplied more than 60 times. 
High school enrollments, after reaching a peak of 
6,714,000 in 1940-4i, declined to arow of 5,554,000 
in the war year 1943-44. Since then, the trend has 
been generally upward, reaching a record high of 
13,816,000 in 1971-72 (table 16V This enrollment 
growth reflects the increased birth r? te following World 
War II as well as a continuing itrend for a greater' 
percentage of the high-school age gyoup to attend high 
school. 

Average Daily Membership 

The average dailj membership (ADM) for a school year 
is the average number of pupils belonging (present and 
absent) each day. It is computed for an individual 
school by dividing the aggregate of pupil-ddys* 
membership by the number of days the school was 
actually in session. The ADM for a State is the sum of 
the ADM'j for all the schools, which may vary in 
length of school terms. The ADM in 197lTr72 was an 
estimated 45.2 million pupils, an^ increase of 1.0 per- 
cent over the 44.7 millioni estimated for 1969-70. The 
1971-72 total includes estimates for the five iStates 
that did not report this information (table 22).

For the years prior to 1955-56, membership figures 
were not available nationally to compute the necessary 
ratios. The ratio of average daily attendance (ADA) to 
ADM has shown minor fluctuations since 1955-56, 
V when the percentage was first estimated on a national 
b^ ADA as a percent of ADM was 93.5 in 1971-72, 
the sam^ percent as in 1 955—56.

Length of School Term 

The average length of the school term for a State is the 
aggregate days of attendance of all pupils divided by 
the ADA and reflects tjie rtSmber of days, schools are 
actually iri session. The average length of school terth 
increased from 132 days in 1869-70 to 173 days in 
1929-30. In ther l950's, the school term leveled off at 
about 177-178 days. A peak of 179 days Wias'Te ached 
in 1961—62 and was slightly less but about the same 
for the following years, reaching a new high of 1 79.3 in

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PUBLIC HIGH SCHOOL GRADUATES 



. As wc^ld-be extJecteti from the enrollment growth in 
grades^? j(o 12, the number of publiS high school 
^graduates has increased manyTold during the present 
-^if^tury. After reaching a high of 1,161,000 graduates 
in 1941-42, the number fell to fewer than 1 million 
during the remaining war years (table E). In the 
postwar period the number fluctuated upward, reflect- 
ing the changes in the number of young people 
* reaching the age at which pupils generally graduate 
from high school and the greater holding power of the 
schools. After remaining at about the million mark 
through 1951-52, the numljer of graduates increased 
at vary mg rates in the following years, reaching a.high 
of 2,708,000 in 1971-72. The graduates in 1971-72 
represented 94.6 percent of the 2,862,000 pupils 
enroUed in the last year of high school at the beginning 
of the 1971-72 school year. Percentage figures have 



fluctuated narrowly from 93 to 95 percent during the 
past decade. 

The holding power of public high schools steadily 
increased since the mid-1950's. Howev^, beginning in 
1969-70, the percents of graduates of the class 
entering grade 9 four years earlier show declines-from 
78.5 in 1968-69 to 78.1 in 1969^70 and 75.9 in 
1971-72 (table E). 

In addition to the graduates from regular public day 
high schools in 1971-72, some 30,000 received high 
school graduation diplomas for attendance at public 
evening and adult schools, and 169,000 persons were 
granted high 'school -equivalency certificates on the 
basis of examinations (table 24). Not included are an 
estimated 300,000 nonpublic high school graduates. 



PUPIL TRANSPORTATION SERVICES 
PROVIDED BY PUBLIC SCHOOLS 



State legislation for, reorganizing school systems and 
consolidating widely scattered school attendance areas 
has greatly increased the need for pupil transportation 
services. Also, many school districts have found that 
furnishing pupil transportation services can help 
equalize educational opportunity. ^ 

During the 1971-72 school year, 19.5 million public 
school pupils, or 46 percent of the pupils in average 
daily attendance, were transported to schools at public 
expense (table 25). In addition, some 539,000 non- 
public school -pupils were transported at public 
expense. The proportion of public school pupils who

were transported ranged from 19.2 percent in Nebraska 
and 20.8 percent iri Hawaii to, 72.3 percent for West 
Virginia and 67.5 percent for Maine. Further increases 
in the numbers of pupils transported are anticipated as 
small schools, which still exist in sub$tantial numbers, 
are replaced by larger centralized schools. 

In 1971-72, 235,000' school buses (having'capacities 
for 12 or more pupils) and 26,000 other vehicles 
transported 19.6 million school children traveling 
2.4 billion miles on regular school bus routes to and 
from school. Total public expenditures for pupil 
transportations-including oper^.tion, maintenance, and 

0 ■ ■ \ 
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the replacement of buses (but not capital outlay for 
additional buses)-were $1.5 billion, or 3.6 percent of 
the total current expenditures for public elementary 
and secondary education. The average annual cost per 
public school pupil transported was S77 in 1971-72, 



with the range in State per-pupil costs extending from 
S36 in South Carolina and $38 in Alabama and North 
Carolina to $177 in Alaska, $164 in New York< and 
$159 in WyonUng (tables 25 and 42).

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PUBLIC SCHOOL LUNCH PROGRAMS 



In 1971-72, an average of 21 .7 million pupils per day 
were served lunch in organized school lunch programs, 
representing about 5 1 percent of the pupils in average 
daily attendance. Among individual States, percentages 
ranged from 24 to 88. with the schools of 12 States 
serving lunches to moje than two-thirds of their pupils 
and five States to less than one-third. School lunch 
programs were operated for 6 months or more in 
J7,900 public school plants during the year (table 26). 

These data relate to all lunch programs operated froi^i 
funds under control of the school administrative unit; 
they include those both receiving and not receiving 
Federal school lunch aid. 

In June 1946, the 79th Congress passed Public 
Law 396, generally known as the National School 
Lunch Act, which provided for cash grants and for the 
allocatfon of surplus commodities for school lunch 
purposes by the I>epaitment of Agriculture through 



State education agencies. Additional commodities are 
made available under provisions of section 32 of Public 
Law 320, 74th Congress, which authorizes purchase 
and distribution of foods under surplus removal pro- 
grams as one method of encouraging consumption of 
agricultural commodities. This program was amended 
under section 416 of the Agncultural Act of 1949 to 
provide for distribution to schools of commodities 
acquired under price-support legislation. 

Federal assistance to school lunch programs was 
initiated in 1935 on a limited basis as one method of 
providing a market for surplus agricultural commod- 
ities. Some 20 years later, the Agricultural Act of 1954 
authorized reimbursement payments to elementary and 
secondary schools participating in the. Special School 
Milk Program, In 1971-72, funds amounting to. 
S794 milhon and commodities valued at $339 million 
were contributed by the Federal Govemmentr for 
operation of the lunch and milk programs in public 
schools (table 29). 



' SOURCES OF INCOME 
FOR PUBLIC SCHOOLS 



Funds for operating the public schools are derived 
almost exclusively from local property taxes. State 
sales and income taxes, and Federal income taxes. For 
eliementary and secondary education, very little if any 
of the operating revenues are derived from such 
nonpublic sources as gifts^ fees, and tuition. 

Funds for school construction and the provision of 
physical facilities are generally obtained at the local 
level through issuance and sale of school bonds 
(creating debt) and. from current revenues or the 
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accumulation of current revenues. Some States grant or 
loan funds to local education agencies for school 
construction. 

Revenuii^ ' ^ 

Revenues, which constitute the major portion of 
school income, are defined as additions to assets that ' 
' do not increase the school indebtedness and do not 
represent exchanges of school property for moneyJ 
They are derived regularly from specific sources, such 



as appropnations from taxes levied for general pur- 
poses by Federal, State, county, and local govern- 
ments; receipts from taxes levied specifically for school 
purposes; income from permanent funds and endow- 
ments: and income from leases of school lands and 
such miscellaneous sources as tuition, fees, interest on 
bank deposits, and gifts (chart 1).

Revenues have shown a continuing trend upward since 
World War II. In 1971-72, total revenues were 
$50.0 billion, compared with $40.3 billion in 1969-70 
(tables F and G). While the proportion from Federal 



sources has generally risen over the years (from 
0.4 percent of the total in 1929-30 to 2.8 percent in 
1947-48 and 8.9 percent in 1971 -72), it is still a 
relatively minor source. It should be noted that Federal 
support of education has not been in the form of 
general aid but has been designated for specific 
purposes. These purposes include aid for vocational 
education, for school lunches, for the school systems 
receiving funds under Public Laws 81-815 and 81-874, 
and for a variety of special programs under the 
National Defense Education Act and the Elementary 
and Secondary Education Act.

State support of public schools (generally derived from s 
nonproperty tax sources such as income, sales, and 
business taxes) tends to broaden the school tax base 
and to aid in equalizing educational opportunity within 
the State. Revenues from such sources increase with 
rises in price levels, population, and volume of business 
transactions. 

The proportion of receipts from State sources in- 
creased from 16.9 percent in 1929-30 to 30.3 percent 
in 1939-40, then to a peak of 39.8 percent in 
1949-50. From 1951-52 to 1967-68, the State 
percentage has fluctuated in a narrow range between 

37.4 and 39.5 percent, reaching a new high of 39.9 per- 
cent in 1969-70 (table G). In 1971-72, receipts from 
State sources accounted for 38.3 percent of the^'total. 
In tliat year the proportion of State funds in individual 
States ranged from 6.2 percent in New Hampshire to 

69.5 percent in Delaware and 86.7 percent in Hawaii, 
which has a State-operated school system (table 30). 

Because of increased Federal and State support, the 
pro^rtion of revenues from local and county so^urces 
(derived largely from property ^xes) has fluctuated 
downward in recent years, from 58.3 percent in 



1947-48 to 52.1 in 1969-70 and 52.8 percent in 
1971^:^72 (tables G and 30).

Receipts from other local revenue sources (gifts, and 
tuition and transportation fees received from patrons) 
were $1.3 billion, or 2.6 percent of total revenues in 
,1971-72 (tables 29 and 30). 

State variations in the proportions of ^receipts from 
Federal, State 'd local sources ar^e the product of 
available financ sources as well as the uniqueXiscal 
and taxing chaic sties of each State. 



Nonrevenue Receipts 

Nonrevenue receipts are defined as those receipts 
which either incur a future obligation or change the 
form of an asset from real and personal property to 
cash and therefore decrease the net amount and value 
of real and personal school property. Money received 
from loans, the sale of bonds, the sal; of property 
purchased from capital funds, and proceeds from 
insurance; adjustments constitute most of the non- 
revenue receipts. Since most nonrevenue receipts are 
used for capital outlay, they have tended to fluctuate 
with the amount of school construction activity. 

Aftet reaching a Jqw of $94.8 million in 1943-44, 
refl^ctin^ the 'Curtailment of the school building 
prograrri duung the war, nonrevenue recipts rose 
marke(IIy during the postwar period. Specifically, the' 
rise was from $964 million in 1949-50 to $2.6 billion 
in I959.-t60, although it fell ofi" to $2.5 billion in 
1961-62 and 1963-64. The receipts then rose to 
$3.2 billion in 1969-70 and to $3.9 billion in 
1971-V2 (table 28). 

Balances Carried Over From Previous Year 

In 1971—72, balances carried over from the previous 
year were $6.5 billion for reporting States. Such, 
beginning balances are not a surplus of unused funds 
but are cbhsidered an important part of the regular 
funds available for spending, which are generally 
earmarked for specific purposes. For the .43 States- 
reporting balances, 47.7 percent of the total balances 
was earmarked fpr current operation, 42.3 percent for 
capital outlay, arid lO.O percent for ' bond interest and 
redemption. It should be observed that, aTthoughJlie ' 
balance of $6.5 billion at the beginning of the^ " 
1971-72 school year showed a 19.1 percent increase* 
over the $5.4 billion balance reported for the corre- 
sponding date 2 years earlier, the increase can largely 
be attributed to the increase of 18.1 percent in 
expenditures and a need for corresponding increases in 
balances. Balances normally represent the working 
funds, needed to maintain continuing programs a*^d 
reserves for future capital expenditures or debt retire- 
ment (table 28). 
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EXPENDITURES FOR PUBLIC SCHOOLS 



Total amounts expended for public schools include 
payments for current expenses, capital outlay, and 
debt service. Current expenditures comprise similar 
items of expense in schools of all the States, since they 
pertain to the ongoing expenses of school operation. 
However, the other two categories— capital outlay and 
debt service-are subject to wide fluctuations among 
the States, since they relate closely to school construc- 
tion programs, which come at irregular intervals. 

Total Expenditures 

A total of $48.1 billion was spent in 1971-72 for 
public schools, an increase of 18 percent over the 
$40,7 billion spent in 1969-70. Included in the total 
w^re current expenditures for elementary and second- 
ary day schools, community services, summer schools, 
capital outlay, and interest on school debt (chart 2), 

Tin ariy historical review of school finance data, 
allowance must be made for the changing value of the 
dollar. The dollar in the 1971-72 school year, for 
example, bought about one-third (34 percent) of the 
commoditieis and services that could be purchased for a 
dollar in 1939-40. Tables 1, 47, and 49 present 
historical trends in expenditure data in both actual 
unadjusted dollars and in dollars adjusted to reflect 
tHcir purchasing power in 1971-72, * 

Factors contributing to the increase in school expend!- 
tures over the years, in addition to expanding school 
enroUmenis^and depreciaitfen of the dollar, include the 
following: '(l)'schools arjii^-sesqpn for longer terms, 
'(2) school employ^e<'''aMreceivii^ relatively higher 
salaries, (3) the av£iagS^munber of pupils per teacher 
ha been reduced, (4) the educational programs have 
been enlarged to include additional subjects and 
services, (5) secondary enrollment, with higher unit 
costs, represents \an increasing proportion of. total 
enrollment, and (6) migration of the school-age popula- 
tion has, increased the need for additional new school 
buildings. . ' .

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Bond redemption, while a disbursement item in any 
one year, is not included in expenditures, since it is in 
fact the repayment of funds borrowed and expended in 
a prior period. Its inclusion in a statistical series would 
duplicate the ..pre vfously j^e parted expenditures. A 
breakdown of total expenditures and percentage by 
major account for selected years is given in table H. 

Current Expenditures j 

In 1971-^7^, current expenditures for public ele- 
mentary- and secondary day schools amounted to 
$41.8 billion, or 87 percent of expenditures for all 
educational purposes (tables H and 3 1 ). Current 
expenditures for other pro-ams under jurisdiction of 
local boards of education (summer schools, and com- 
munity services) totaled $395 million in 1971-72. 
Data for these programs are incomplete fn some 
respects. However, the apparent decrease in expendi- 
tures for these programs reflects the exclusion of junior 
colleges and adult education programs from thi$ report. 
Most- of such programs now have separate boards of 
education. 

The proportion of expenditures for administration 
(State, intermediate, and local levels combined), which 
• has remained about the same for a number of years! 
was 3.9 perdfcnt of total expenditures in 1971-72. The 
proportion for plant operation (including salaries of 
janitors and the cost of Juel, water, power, supplies, 
etc.) continued a decline started during the I940*s and ^ 
dropped to 6.5 percent of total expenditures in 
1971-72. For plant maintenance (activities concerned 
with keeping the grounds, buildings, and equipment at 
thejr original condition of completeness or efficiency, 
either through repairs or by replacement of property), 
the percentage has shown little change in recent years. 
In 1 97 1-J2' expenditures for this purpose constituted 
2.5 perc^t of the total. Other school services (includ- 
^ing attendance and health services, the school lunch 
program, and pupil transportation^ accounted for 
7.0' percent of total expenditures in 1971-72 (tables H 
and 32). % 

«The two major accounts that have shown gains in the 
^proportions they constitute of total expenditures are 
•wsfrwcrtonl and fijied c//flr^w.*Principally as a result of 
increases in salaries of instructional personnel and a 



reduction in the pupil-teacher ratio, the proportion of 
expenditures for instruction rose from 54.6 percent in 
1961--62 to 58^6'percent in 1971-72. In addition to 
salaries, the instruction accpunt alsp includes the cost 
of free textbooks, teaching supplies, school Library 
booksv-and otheiLinslrucUdnal supplies and expenses. 
The proportion of tot 1 expenditures^Toi Tixedliliiarg^^^^ 
(including State, inteimediate, and local payments to 
teacher retirement funds, social security, insuranpe 
premiums, and rent) rose from 5.9 percent in 1961-62 
to 8.5 percent in 1971-72. This increase in fixed 
charges may be attributed mainly to larger employer 
retirement contributions, including payments for social 
security, in several States. 

Curreiii Expenditures Per Pupil 

Although overall figures on current expenditures 
indicate general trends, it is only, when such expendi- 
tures are related to the pupil load that these costs are 
brought into ^harp relief. A unit of measure i;econfi- 
mended for computing per-pupil expenditures is . 
average daily rpembership (ADM), since it more 
accurately considers the nuniber of pupils for whom 
provision is made rathei than the number actually 
« present. Hbwever, ADM was not available for all States. 
The. estimated average annual current expenditure per 
pupil m ADM for the Nation was $926 in 1971-72 
(table 48). ' ' 

The annual current expenditure per pupil in average 
daily attendance (ADA) increased from an average 
of $418 in 1961-62 to $990 in 1971-72. For 
1961-62, average " expenditure per pupil in ADA 
by State ranged from $229 to $629. This amounted 
to a difference of S400, -revealing an amount almost 
three times as great iti the highest as in the lowest 
State. Ten years later (1971-72). the dollar differ- 
ence between the highest and lowest State aver- 
ages ($1,005) had more than doubled, yet the highest 
average for a State ($1,662) was still almost three times 
the lowest ($657). State averages, however, give no 
indication of the range .of expenditures among local 
school agencies within States. Perhaps the principal 
value of per-pupil expenditure comparisons is to call 
attention to differences, thus giving impetus to further 
study (tables 48 and 49). .

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Average Salaries of Instructional Staff 

Before 1919-20, salary informaiion was available only 
for teachers. Since then, the Office of. Education has 
been collecting data on salaries for the entire instruc- 
tional staff, including supervisors of instruction, prin- 
cipals, teachers, librarians, guidance and psychological 
personnel, and so forth. Average annual salaries of the 
instructional staff are obtained by dividing the total 
amount paid to the instructional staff as salaries by the 
full-time-equivalent number of such personnel. 

Except for several depression years in the middle 
193p's, average salaries of the instructional staff have 
increased steadily. T'he average annual salarv in unad- 
justed dollars rose from $5,700 in 196J-- ;o about 
$10,000 in 1971-72, an increase of 77 percent in - 
10 years. However, when an adjustment is made to 
reflect the rise in the Consumer Price Index (restating 
Ihe 1961-62 average salary in 1971-72 dollars), the 
increase was 29 percent. 

The top five States, with average salaries above 
511,000, contained 25 percent of the instructional 
staff of the Nation, while the lowest five States, with 
average salaries of $7,700 and below, contained about 
. 4j3ercent of the instructional staff members. As shown 
in table 47, the three States with the highest average 
were Alaska ($14,5^4), Michigan ($12,159), and New 
York ($12J00). The three with the lowest were 
Mississippi ($6,716), Arkansas ($7,217), and North 
Dakota ($7,620). 

Capital Outlay 

Capital outlay embraces any expenditure that results in 
acquisition of fixed assets or additions to fixed assets. 
Included in capital outlay are expenditures for land, 
construction and remodeling of buildings, additions to 
builciings, improvement of grounds, and purchase of 
iriitial or additional equipment. Such expenditures are 
generally financed from bond issues or other types of 
borrowing, and fluctuate much more widely than 
current expenditures. 

Following World War I there was; a period of acceler- 
ated school construction activity, culminating in 
1925-26, when expenditures for this purpose 
amounted' to $411 million (about one-fifth of total 
expenditures). Capital outlay expenditures then 
declined, reaching a low of $59 million (3.4 percent of : 
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total expenditures) in the depression year 1933-34. 

An upturn in the second half of theniecade was cut 
short by the outbreak of World War 11 and capital 
outlay fell to a new low of $54 million in 1943-44 
(2.2 percent of total expenditures). The' tremendous 
growth in enrollments during the jwstwar period and i 
the accumulated backlog of construction needs 
necessitated large outlays for school facihties and 
equipment. Capital outlay increased from $1.5 billion 
in 1951-52 to $2.9 billion in 1961-62 and $4.7 in 
1969-70 and was $4.5 billion in 1971-72. These 
outlays, however, represented only 9.3 percent of total 
expenditures in 1971-72, compared with 15.6 percent 
in 1961-62. 

Amounts expended by State and local public school- 
housing ai^horities are included in the expenditures for 
capital outlay reported in table 43. The annual capital 
outlay per pupil in ADA was $105.53 in 1971-72 ./ 
(table 48). For individual States, the per-pupil expendi-/ 
ture ranged from $26 to $407. A State-by-State 
comparison for any one year may not be meaningful 
because a capital outlay program' in any State /may 
extend over several consecutive years. / 

Interest on,School Debt / 

The third major category of scht)ol expenditures (after 
current expenditures and capital' outl^) is interest 
payments on the bonded and oth^r scliool debt. 
Reflecting the increasing long- ai)^ short-term in- 
debtedness incurred by local schopJ^ systems and State 
agencies, interest payments jumped from $588 million 
in 1961-62 to $14 billion in 1/971-72 (table 44). In 
this interval, interest paymeriti^ per pupil in ADA rose 
from Si 7 to $33. In 197i'-72, interest payments 
represented. 2.9 percent oj^' total expendittires, com- 
pared with 3.2 percent in- 1961-62 and peaking at 
3.3 percent in 1 963-64/ 

/ . 

In view of the long^rm financing necessitated by a 
high level of school/construction and increased interest - 
rates, interest payments are expected to remain around 
3 percent of total school expenditures for the next « 
several years. 

Out.standing School Indebtedness 

Indebtedness for public schools is incurred by bond 
sales and long-term loans to finance construction of . 
school facilities, and by taking short-term loans to pay ^ 



/operating expenses pending receipt of revenue. 
Although loc^l school systems incur most of the debt 
for public schools, other governmental units (States, 
counties, cities, townships, etc.) also assume obliga* 
tion$.. In addition, Georgia, Indiana, Kentucky, Maine, 
Pennsylvania, and Wisconsin have used the "authority 
plan," in which public schoolhousing authorities are 
developed as a. means of circumventing strict debt 
liniitations. Although the mechanism may vary, each 
authority finances the construction, supervises the 
erection, and leases the finished school building to the 
local education agency. The debt is repaid from rents 
collected by the authorities. When the bonds have been 
retired and other obligations of the authority met, the 
ownership of the building normaily passes to the 
school system. 

School indebtedness has generally fluctuated over the 
years with the amount of school construction. Thus, 
reflecting d decline in capital outlay during the 193b's 
and Worid War IF, the end-of-year school indebtedness 
dropped from $3.1 billion in 1931-32 to. $2.1 billion 
in 1945-46. With the upswing in school construction 
during the pt)stwar period, indebtedness rose to 
$4.7 billion for 1951-52, and, between 1961^62 and 
1971-72, soared sharply from $18.8 billion to 
$34.7 billion (tabl** 45). 

Value of School Property v 

To obtain some measure of the total ^ount of money 
that has been invested in public school plants (includ- 
ing sites, buildings, and equipment), the States were 
asked to report the original cost of school property 
plus the cost of all additions and alterations. If 
information on original cost was not available, values 
were reported on some other basis, such as replacement 
costs and insurance appraisals. 

Table 46 presents data on the total value of school 
property and the value per pupil in ADA for the 
, District of Columbia and the 33 States that were able 
to report this information. This group of States, with 
. almost one-half of the. ADA nationally, reported the 
total value of school property in 1971-72 to be 
$40 billion, about 52,000 per pSapil in ADA. Because 



the valuation was not always on the same basis, care 
should be exercised in making State-by-State 
comparisons. 

Economic Indexes Related to Financing Public Schook 

Table 50 presents three economic indexes which point 
up some of the problems faced by ihdividual States in 
financing public schools: (1) Column 2: educational, 
burden (number of school-age children 1o be supported 
by the productive adults in the labor force); (2) Cok. 
unins 3, 4, and 5r fihandal abilffy To^s^ public 
education; and (3) Column 6: effort (relation between 
expenditures and resources). 

The educational burden is often measured by compar- v 
ing ratios of the number of school-age children 
(5-17 years old) per 1,000 adults 21 to 64 years old. 
In 1971-72, this ratio was 61 9 children per 
1,000 adults in New Mexico (high-burden State) and 
450 children per 1 ,000 adults in New York (low- 
burden State). 

Financial ability to support public schools, as measured 
by State personal income per pupil in ADA, was more 
than twice as mubh in New York ($29,284) as in New 
Mexico ($13,148). Thus, it appears that the poorer 
States not only haVe proportionately more children to. 
educate but also have fewer resources to draw upon. * 

Effort to support ppblic schools^ as measured by the 
percentage that current expenditures for elementary 
and secondary schools is of State persoYial income, 
ranged from 4.12 percent in Missouri to 8.43 percent 
in Alaska. It should be noted, however, that some of 
the States that ranked high in "effort" had relatively 
low levels of per-pupil expenditures. Of the five States . 
making the greatest effort, only one (Alaska) was • 
among the five States with the highest levels of current 
expenditures per pupil in ADA. 

No claim of conclusiveness is made for the economic 
indexes presented in table 50. Rather, they are offered 
to show the influence that economic (differences among 
the States have on the types of educational programs 
they can afford. v 
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NONPUBLIC ELEMENTARY AND 
SECONDARY SCHOOLS 



The growing importance of nonpublic schools in 
Am^rioin education is indicated by the increase in 
nonpublic enrollment from 8 percent of the combined' 
enrollment in regular full-time public and nonpubhc 
elementary and secondary schools at the beginning of 
the present century to 16 percent in 1968-69. Since 
J968-69, thft. ratio has decreased to around 10 percent 
in 1971-72. Nonpublic schools, while subject to 
certain regulatory State controls, are under operational 
control of private individuals or church-affiliated or 
nonscctarian organizations. Whether operated on a 
profit or nonprofit basis, nonpublic schools are gener- 
ally supported by private funds as distinguished from 
public funds. There were an estimated 5.3 million 
pupils and '263,000 instructional staff members in 
nonpublic elementary aiid secondary schools in 
1971-72 (table I). In recent years, Catholic school 
enrollment has accounted for between 80 and 90 per- 
cent of the total enrollment in nonpublic elementary 
and secondary schools. 

\ 

\ 

Table 51 gives the number of regular nonpublic schools 
with, their enrollment, instructional staff, and high 
school graduates. « 

Table 52 presents State data on both public and 
nonpublic schools— enrollments, instructional staff, and 
high school graduates, together with the percentage of 
nonpublic enrollments in all schools. It will be noted 
that the proportibn of pupils attending nonpublic 
schools varies from State to State. In 1971^72, the 
proportion that nonpublic .School enrollments repre- 
sented of total enrollments in both public and non- 
public elementary and secondary schools ranged from 
17.8 in New York to 1 .3.,in Utah.

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I. TECHNICAL NOTES 



i 



Tiiese notes, designed to provide background informa- 
tion on the preparation of this publication and to help 
in interpreting jts summarized data, pertain to data 
limitations, comparability, coverage, adjustments of 
dollars amounts to degrees of inflation, and the form 
used in collecting the data. 

Limitations of 0ata 

Data for this report were furnished by State and 
Territorial depairtments of education of the States, the 
District of Cojumbia, and the outlying ar4as on a 
questionnaire njailed out by the U.S. Office of Educa- 
tion. It should be recognized that the States have to 
overcome many difliculties in obtaining complete and 
accurate infom^ation from their numerous local and 
intermediate adjninistrativc units, which, in turn, must 
report on a uniform basis the data needed for effective 
planning of locaj and State educational programs. 

Public elementaiy and secondary education is primarily 
a State and local responsibility, and records and report 
systems in each ptate are designed mainly to meet legal 
and administrative requirements. However, it is felt 
that a standard form for collecting data from all of the 
Slates and other areas tends to minimize variations in 
data collection, handbook U and the later handbooks 
on school activi^es , school property, staff, and pupils

which provide uniform educational terminology and 
definitions were available in each State education 
/ agency as a guide to uniform reporting. Where State 
education agencies have devia from prescribed 
definitions and instructions, the statistical tables in this 
report have been annotated accordingly. As the effort 
of the States to implement the handbooks progresses, 
the data reported in this survey will become more 
complete and accurate. 

Comparability with Bureau of the Census Data 

The Bureau of the Census collets and publishes data 
on enrollment and, to some extent, data on the 
organization and fmances of public schools. However, 
because of differences in data-collection methods, 
deflnitions, coverage, and time references, these data 
are only roughly comparable! with those collected by 
the Office of Education from the various State and 
other area departments of education. 

Geographic Coverage 

All references to national totals are for the United 
States, which, beginning with 1959-60. comprised the 
50 States and the District of Columbia. National totals 
for the years prior to 1959-60 represent totals for the 
States constituting the United States as of the time to 
which the data apply. To the extent available, data are 
shown separately for each pf^the outlying areas of the 
United States, namely American Samoa, Canal Zone, 
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Guam, Puerto Rico, T^'Jit Territory of the Pacific 
Islands, and the Virgin hUv However, these are not 
included in the national totaU. 

Adjustments in Terms of 1971-72 Dollars 

Adjustments of certain expenditure and income data in 
terms of dollars in 1971-;72 purchasing power are 
based on the Consumer Price Index published by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, U.S. Department of Labor. 
Monthly index numbers were averaged on a July-to- 
June basis to correspond with the sch'ool yiear. 

Estimates of the Population and I^bor Force 

All population and. labor force data were obt 
from publications of the Bureau of the Census ar. 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. 

Population figures shown for the United States luaude 
persons in the Armed Forces stationed in each State, 
but exclude members of the Armed Force? e. v-^as. 
Beginning in 1951-52, comparisons werf :7iade 
between the total U.S. population as of j j. / i (the 
beginning of the school year) and the enrollments for 
the school year. Thus, the population estimates as of 

July 1, 1951, were compared with the enrollment data 
for the school year 1951-5 For all previous years, 
population estimates were a^ jf the end of the school 
year.

Calendar-year averages of the labor force were con- 
verted to a July-to-June bjsis by taking a simple 
avciage of the appropriate calend%r-year figures. 

National Income and personal Income 

Data on national income and personal income were 
obtained from the Survey of Current Business, pub- 
lished by. the Office of Business Economics, U.S. 
Oepaitment of Commerce. 

National Income is the aggregate earnings of labor and 
property (before taxes) which arise from the current 
production of goods and services by the Nation's 
econoriiy. 

Personal incciihe is the current arvcome received by 
individuals,; by unincorporated businesses, and by 
noqfrofit organizations from all sources, including 
transfer payments ;(social security payments, veterans' 
benefits, etc.) and Government interest but excluding 
transfers among persons.
